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BROWNELL SAYS 
HE'LL DOCUMENT 
CHARGE TRUMAN 
GUT SPY REPORTS 


Mitchell Challenges At- 
torney General to Pre- 
sent Harry Dexter 
White Case to Grand 
Jury. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (UP)— 
Attorney General Herbert Brow- 
nell Jr. promised to document 
today his politically explosive 
charge that former President 
Truman ignored two Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation warnings 
and promoted the late Harry 
Dexter White, whom Brownell 
asserts was known to be a Rus- 
sian spy, to high Government 
office in 1946. 


Brownell said he would issue 
a statement this afternoon to 
back up the allegation which 
Truman and Democratic National 
Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell 
denounced as a “political ma- 
neuver” to offset recent G.O.P. 
defeats at the polls. Brownell 
decided against holding a press 
conference, aids said. 


The Attorney General indicat- 
ed he might make public sum- 
maries of FBI reports on White 
to show that “White’s spying ac- 
tivities for the Soviet govern- 
ment were reported in detail to 
the White House” before Tru- 
man advanced White from As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury 
to United States executive direc- 
tor of the International Mon- 
etary Fund. 

Truman’s Comment. 


Meanwhile, in New York, Tru- 
man said today he didn’t “think 
anybody ever took advantage of 
me” to foist a disloyal individ- 
ual on his Administration. 

“If they did,” Truman said, “I 
didn’t know it.” 

He arrived in New York to 
fulfill speaking engagements and 
receive several awards . 

In an interview with a United 
Press reporter who boarded his 
incoming train at Newark, N.J., 
Truman refused to comment 
further on Brownell’s charges, 
which he first characterized last 
week as political. 

Asked to comment on Demo- 
cratic Chairman Mitchell’s sug- 
gestion that Brownell had im- 
plied Truman was either taken 
advantage of or was himself 
furthering Communism, Truman 
said: 

“I aont think anybody ever 
took advantage of me. If they 
did, I didn’t know it.” 

Asked if he believed it were 
possible that such advantage had 
been taken, he said; “I didn't 
have that sort of people around 
me.” , " 

Truman said he _ believed 
“Mitchell gave out a good inter- 
view.” He refused to comment 
on Mitchell's suggestion that 
Brownell should place his charges 
before a grand jury if they have 
substance. 

“I’m not in disagreement or 
agreement with anybody,” Tru- 
man said. “I think my own stand 
is perfectly clear.” 

At the White House, presi- 
dential press secretary James C. 
Hagerty was asked what he 
thought of Mitchell’s suggestion 
that the facts be put before a 
grand jury. “I would refer that 
to the Attorney General,” Hager- 
ty said. 

Truman, pressed for some 
further comment on Brownell’s 
charge, said curtly: “I made my 
statement on Brownell.” 

Before he left Kansas City, 
Truman termed as “purely poli- 
tical” the charge involving 
White that Brownell made in a 
Chicago speech Friday. 

‘Republicans Desperate.’ 

“The Republicans are desper- 
ate now, in the wake of recent 
setbacks at the polls,” Truman 
said. “But the more lies they 
tell the more trouble they are 
going to get into.”

SUPREME. COURT 
OK'S BASEBALL 
RESERVE CLAUSE 


Upholds 1922 Ruling 
Game Is a Sport and 
Not Subject to Anti- 
Trust Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP) 
— The Supreme Court today 
‘ruled professional baseball is 
| still only a sport and hence is 
/not subject to federal anti-trust 
laws. 


The court's decision was given 
on three appeals attacking the 
much-discussed player “reserve 
clause,” keystone of organized 
baseball. 

The appeals had asked the 
court to overturn a 1922 unani- 
mous decision delivered by 
Justice Holmes that baseball is 
a sport, not a business. 


The decision Was announced in 
a per curiam opinion—that is, 
one not signed by any member 
of the court. 


It said the court was uphold- 
ing the decision of 1922 by the 
late Justice Holmes “so far as 
that decision determines that 
Congress had no intention of in- 
cluding the business of baseball 
within the scope of the federal 
anti-trust laws.” 

J-to-2 Decision. 

The court split 7 to 2 with 
the majority declaring: “We 
think that if there are evils in 
this field which now warrant 
application to it of the anti- 
trust laws it should be by legis- 
lation.” 
| Justice Burton wrote a dis- 
| senting opinion in which Justice 
Reed concurred. That meant 
the majority vote was cast by 
Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 
tices Black, Frankfurter, Doug- 
las, Jackscn, Clark and Minton. 
| The majority required only 
about 200 words to sum up its 
view, but Burton wrote nearly 
2700 words in his dissenting 
opinion. 

The appeals were taken to the 
court by two former minor 
league players and the former 
owner of the El Paso (Tex.) 
Basebail Clu. They contended 
baseball exercised an_ illegal 
monopoly over activities of its 
players by use of the reserve 
clause. 

Plaintiff's Argument. 

This clause—included in all 
baseball contracts—puts a play- 
er under complete control of the 
club that owns his contract. The 
club may sell the players’ serv- 
ices to another club, but the 
player may not make any deals 
of his own with other clubs. 

Attorneys for the three argued 
before the Supreme Court that 
modern baseball is a high fi- 
nance, commercial enterprise 
that should be declared subject 
to the anti-trust laws. 

The attorneys cited big rev- 
enues received by baseball from 
television and radio broadcasting 
rights, and the connection base- 
ball has with the field of adver- 
tising. 

Baseball's attorneys argued 
there was essentially no differ- 
ence between baseball in 1922 
and today.

“To rule the issue otherwise 
would be to declare that the cir- 
cuit attorney or the prosecuting 
attorney is invested with uncon- 
stitutional inquisitorial powers 
to arbitrarily and at will pry

Report Singles Out Rul- 
ings on Monsanto, 
Lasdon Family Ap- 
peals on Capital 
Gains Treatment.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (AP) — 
Mankind’s big population boom 
is nearly over and the earth's 
population should eventually 
stabilize at about four billion, 
two scientists said yesterday. 

W. S. Woytinsky and his wife, 
E. S. Woytinsky, reported to the 
Twentieth Century Fund that al- 
though the world’s population 
has quadrupled to about two 
and one-half billion in the last 
300 years and there should be 
about a billion more by the start 
of the next century, the “limit 
may be four billion .., or some- 
what more.”

As 
he did yesterday Mossadegh 
wept, panted, pounded the table 
and gesticulated. He made fiery 
speeches against the British 
|whom he had fought to a dead- 
‘lock over this nation’s vast oil 
‘riches. 

At both sessions, Mossadegh 
declared the military.court was 
not competent to try him on 
charges he tried to overthrow 
the monarchy, defied the Shah 
and illegally dissolved the Majlis 
(lower house of Parliament). 
And at each, he used the old 
argument—the British were the 
cause of Iran’s woes—that once 
had brought him unprecedented 
power until his overthrow and 
subsequent arrest after a bloody 
Aug. 19 coup led by supporters 
of the Shah. 

Moghbeli chided Mossadegh 


{for dragging out his anti-British 


arguments at this time —as 
though he already were defend- 
ing himself—rather than stick- 
ing to the subject of the court's 
competence which was the first 
item of business. 

Competence First Issue. 

Under Iranian army law, the 
first part of the trial turns on 
the point of the court’s compe- 
tence. If the court declares its 
own competence, the chief 
prosecutor can proceed to read 
the indictment 

As Mossade$h ranged from 
his subject to his pet hatred for 
the British, the court chairman 
cut in, saying: “If you keep on 
talking like this, I will come to 
believe you have accepted the 
competence of the court.” 

It was at this point that Mos- 
sadegh shouted angrily that he 
would not attend further ses- 
sions,

The $20 reportedly 
matched one of the “B” series 
bills on the list issued by the 
FBI, which refused to comment 
on the finding of the bill or give 
its serial number. 

Wakeford disclosed that FBI 
agents told him of the discovery 
of the $10 in Detroit, but did not 
explain circumstancés of the dis- 
covery, 

Mrs. Krauser, a widow, called 
the FBI office at Traverse City, 
Mich., after finding «he had a 
bill on the published list. Pe. 
toskey is a resort town near the 
northern tip of Michigan’s lower 
peninsula. It is about 250 miles 
northwest of Detroit. 

Discovery of the bills in Mich- 
igan, particularly the $20 in a 
rather remote spot in the north- 
ern section, was considered sig- 
nificant, because Chicago hood- 
lums at one time frequently vis- 
isted that part of the state. 

Theory Underworld Has It.. 

One of the principal theories 
followed by authorities in their 
search for the missing ransom 
is that the money may have 
been obtained by the under- 
world, which planned to dis- 
tribute it through “fences.” 

Detective Chief James Chap- 
man of St. Louis told the Post- 
Dispatch that St. Louis hood- 
lums have had close connections 
with racketeers in the Detroit 
area. : 

Chapman said some of the 
persons suspected of having ob- 
tained some of the missing ran- 
som are well known in Detroit 
/gangster circles, and have been

HENNINGS URGES - 
MISSOURIAN BE 
NAMED U.S, JUDGE

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Sen- 
ator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 
(Dem.), Missouri, wrote today to 
President . Eisenhowér and At- 
torney General Herbert Brown- 
ell Jr., urging that a Missourian 
be nominated to the vacancy on 
the United States Court of Ap- 
peals for the eighth circuit. 

Hennings did not name any 
candidate, but said there were 
many scholarly and able lawyers 
of the highest caliber among 
practicing lawyers and members 
of the State and Federal Bar 
who could serve with distinction. 

A Missourian, John Caskie 
Collet of Kansas City, is now 
a member of the court, but, Hen- 
nings pointed out, Missouri, for 
the last several years, has pro- 
vided more than half of the 
court's work and Nebraska, | 
which provides less than 6 per | 
cent of the court's litigation, al- | 
ready has two residents on the 
court.

“The Soviet demands afe

Dulles noted in his prepared 
statement. 

Demands Not Acceptable. 

“It.may be that we do not 
have to take the Soviet note at 
its face value,” Dulles said. 
“Perhaps the Soviet position 
represents, in part at least, dip- 
lomatic maneuvers. We hope so. 
The demands as formulated are 
not acceptable as far as the 
United States is concerned.” 

The Russian demands, “par- 
ticularly those Which are stated 
as preconditions to any meeting, 
are couched in language. that 
bears little resemblance to that 
normally employed as between 
nations which are at peace,” the 
Secretary further declared. 

Moscow’s note is “much more 
than a ‘brush-off,’” he said at 
another point in his statement. 
“It is a coldly presented state- 
ment of Soviet demands.” 

The Soviet demands “fall 
roughly into two parts,” Dulles 

eclared in an analysis of the 
Russian note. 

“One part relates to the col 
lective security system which 
the free peoples have been 
building since World War II: 
These, the Soviet leaders say, 
must be abandoned. 

“The second part relates to, 
Communist China. Here it is |

The Power of Arrest 


--To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Police and FBI activities in the 
-MGreenlease kidnapping case have 
«made people wonder just what pro- 

tection they have against arrest 
,-either as a suspect or as a witness. 

Can people be seized in their 
«houses late at night and taken in 

for questioning without any war- 
--rant? Can witnesses be arrested and 
, held, again without warrant? 

-% Police and the federal authorities 
shave rather broad authority in the 
»ymatter of arrest. Any police officer 
sean arrest a person suspected of a 
oufelony. In the case of lesser crimes 
«> misdemeanors — St. Louis police- 
men can arrest on suspicion, but 
other police officers must either have 
seen the misdemeanor committed, or 
have a warrant. 
. a 
~« All police officers can arrest to 
prevent the commission of crimes. 

If they have the power of arrest, 

as set out above, they may break 

into a person's house to arrest him 
if he won't let them in. 

They can arrest at any time of the 
day or night that they think is prop- 
er. The only remedy against high- 

_-handed tactics, such as arrests in 
+ the early morning hours, is a public 
«protest. 
~» If a person is arrested as a suspect 
he must be charged with a crime 
’ within 20 hours or released. Even 
. before the 20 hours run out, as soon 
. as he demands it, he must be given 
>the opportunity to have bail set and 
to get out on bond. The only remedy 
;against being held over 20 hours 
without charge is a habeas corpus 
writ. 
«: A person who is arrested as a sus- 
:pect is not required to give any in- 
‘formation to the police. He need 
~mot give information at any stage of 
the proceedings. 
,~ A person who is arrested as a ma- 
s@terial witness need not give infor- 
.gmation to the police, but may later 
s be required to testify in a court of 
law if by so doing he will not tend 
~-to incriminate himself. 

The federal authorities can, when 
necessary, issue warrants for the ar- 
rest of material witnesses. State au- 
thorities do the same thing, although 
it is not clear whether ri law 
authorizes it. 

** ¢ . 

It is clear that a person cannot be 
legally arrested as a witness without 
a warrant, and such a person after 
being arrested must be given a 
chance to get his freedom by putting 
up bond. 

Again, habeas corpus is the rem- 
edy for anyone arrested as a witness 
without a warrant, or held without 
being given the chance to put up 
bond. 

The reputation of the St. Louis 
police for compliance with the law 
is good, except for violation of the 
spirit of the 20-hour law by release 
and rearrest. 

As in any public organizations, 
some members of both the St. Louis 
police and the FBI will tend to ig- 
nore the law unless public demand 
requires them to obey it. Any cases 
of violation of the rules of arrest or 


law by the police should be given 
public immediately.

Four Days Before 

Attorney General Brownell’s accusation that 
former President Truman promoted the late 
Harry Dexter White, onetime Treasury official, 
after White “was known to be a Communist spy 
by the very people who appointed him” was 
discussed in this space in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. 

We said that this was “one of the gravest 
possible accusations.” We said that Mr. Truman 
should “clarify” his statement about White. We 
said that Attorney General Brownell should 
come out with “the whole truth, documented and 
proved.” We said that “unless Mr. Brownell 
supplies it, he is not fit to occupy his exalted 
office.” 

In short, the Post-Dispatch did not accept the 
Brownell story on the Attorney General's say- 
so. Neither did we minimize it. We called 
for the full facts from all sides. 

There is an aspect of Mr. Brownell’s address 
to the Executive Club in Chicago last Friday to 
which we made no reference Sunday. That is 
its timing. For the startling accusations amount- 
ing to treason came on Friday—just four days 
before the third of the three special elections 
for vacant seats last held by Republicans in 
the national House of Representatives.

The head of the Department of Justice may 
have been totally unaware of the fact that when 
he said what he did he would start a controversy 
that would run through the election on Tuesday 
in Los Angeles. He may not have related the 
sensational spy charge to any pogsible effect on 
the voting for the still open congressional seat. 
Mr. Brownell is known as an alert politician, 
but still he may have let the California election 
slip up on him. 

The fact remains that there is a most remark- 
able coincidence, If anyone in the Eisenhower 
Administration had decided to attempt to distract 
attention from the campaign in Los Angeles, 
as conducted by the nominees in the district, no 
other date could possibly have been as good as 
last Friday. 

Starting the White spy story on Friday 
meant that it could build up over Saturday to 
reach its peak for Sunday with potentially great- 
est possible effect on an election to be held on 
Tuesday. It left ample time for Mr. Brownell 
to “answer” any comment by Mr. Truman. It 
provided plenty of room for Senator McCarthy to 
get into the act. 

No one needs to be told what the big news 
in the Los Angeles newspapers has been since 
Mr. Brownell made his surprise disclosure. It 
It has not been 
the current trouble in Trieste which an an- 
nouncement by our own State Department 
touched off. It has not been the cost of living. 
It has not been the division in the President's 
new commission on foreign trade policy. All 
these have been blanketed out.

Something else has been blanketed-out. That 
is the statement from Secretary Wilson's Defense 
Department that it found “no substance” to in- 
formation about an Army loyalty board mem- 
ber who was said by Senator McCarthy to have 
been ousted for alleged Communist-front affili- 
ations. The Republican Senator said the man— 
never identified by name—had been removed by 
the Army. The Pentagon says the man never 
was suspended by the Army. 

Here is a head-on conflict between President 
Eisenhower's Department of Defense and the 
reckless charger from Wisconsin. Yet the head 
of the Department of Justice blankets it in effect 
by the timing of the White spy announcement. 

What is truly noteworthy in all this is the 
fact that the Brownell speech was made with 
the full approval of the White House. For 
heretofore President Eisenhower hag kept him- 
self apart from such things. What the outcome 
will be no one, of course, knows as yet. Whether 
it will have even the slightest effect in the Los 
Angeles congressional race is also still to be 
determined. 

If the spy story does not coincidentally sal- 
vage at least one of the three seats, there may 
be some gentlemen in Washington who will wish 
next Wednesday that they had handled the 
White-FBI reports data in an altogether different 
way. ’

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Election in a Showcase 

Tuesday's national election in the Philippines 
recalls the bright promise of independence seven 
years ago. 

When the islands left American control in 
1946, the new Republic carried a message to all 
Asia: the age of empire was no more. All peoples 
could hope rightfully for freedom and democracy 
as a substitute for colonialism. The Philippine 
Republic was, in short, to be America’s “show 
window of democracy” in the East. 

On Tuesday, some five million Filipino voters 
will display the kind of merchandise in the 
show window. 

The presidential contest pits the aging but 
vigorous President, Elpidio Quirino, against his 
youthful former Defense Minister, Ramon Mag- 
saysay. The issue, somewhat remindful of last 
November in the United States, is whether the 
people will vote for a “change.” 

Magsaysay is certainly one of. the most popu- 

lar citizens the new Republic has produced. He 
not only fought the Communist guerrillas suc- 
cessfully but offered the dissident peasants land, 
which is what they needed. He displayed his per- 
sonal honesty in using the Army to assure hon- 
est elections in 1951. He broke with Quirino’s 
Liberal party because of corruption and inces- 
sant delays in reforms. ” 
' Observers in Manila believe that Magsaysay 
can win the election if it is honestly conducted. 
The fundamental question is not so much who 
wins but whether the Government will allow 
national sentiment to express itself. If not, there 
might be bloodshed. the showcase of 
democracy would have little te show. 

In this situation the United States can only 
Watch and hope for the best. And its officials 


have avoided any suggestion of intervention, 
except for one mistake. Last week, American 
w. ps dropped anchor in Manila Bay. The 
unfortunate timing of this event permitted 
President Quirino to renew his campaign charge 
of American meddling—though he later admitted 
he had no real evidence of it. 

Any intervention would, of course, be a mis- 
take. It would be uséd against Magsaysay, It 
would boomerang against America’s- reputation 
among the Filipinos. And it would suggest to the 
world that America does not trust the democracy 
whieh it established in the Philippines. 

This leaves Tuesday's election a stern test of 
the self-governing abilities of the Philippine peo- 
ples, and one which they alone can meet. Amer- 
ica can only look into the window. 
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Welcome and Worth a Test 


President Eisenhower's order relaxing restric- 


tions on governmental information was rather 


critically received by some Washington cor- 
respondents to whom it was explained by At- 
torney General Brownell. In its elimination of 
the “restricted” classification, for example, 
there is the possibility’ that documents now so 
stamped may henceforth be marked “secret” or 
“confidential.” Nevertheless, the order is wel- 
come, and judgment should be withheld at least 
until it has had a fair trial. 


The order may well mark the beginning of 
better relations between the White House and 
the press, a development to be desired not be- 
cause of the immediate interest of editors and 
publishers, but because the press is an essential 
if unofficial part of our democratic set-up. In- 
formation must be available to it for transmis- 
sion to the citizens, who cannot act intelligently 
without adequate knowledge. 

Mr. Brownell’s remark about the “dictator- 
ship” in President Truman’s order of 1951 was 
strong. The former President's legitimate objec- 
tive was national security, yet his order was so 
broad that bureaucrats could use, it te cover up 
their mistakes. In any case, it is a little difficult 
to understand why this authority ever was ex- 
tended to such agencies as the American Battle 
Monuments Commission, the Arlington Memorial 
Amphitheatre Commission, the Committee on 
Purchases of Blind-Made Products and the In- 
dian Claims Commission. 

Twenty-eight such agencies now are denied 
the right te put information in the defense clas- 
sification. In another 17 agencies, the authority 
to classify information is restricted to the head 
of the agency. Here there still are possibilities 
of abuse, but the new order does provide for 
review and for receiving complaints. 


A White House statement that the new order 
seeks a “proper balance between the need to 
protect information important to the defense of 
the United States and the need for citizens of 
this democracy to know what their government 
is doing” certainly expresses the ideal rule. Its 
application is inevitably subject to the short- 
comings of human judgment. But the order is 
welcomed. Only after a fair test will it be possi- 
ble to say whether it is being used as a screen 
or whether it is being followed in the spirit of 
the White House ideal. 


Transit Cuts in the County 

St. Louis county transit service will be reduced 
again next Monday. Since service will be cut 
on Sundays and holidays and at night, the re- 
ductions will not affect major traffic. But they 
are another sign of the weakness of the dual 
system of mass transportation. 

In 1950 the State Public Service Commission 
gave this dual system an odd kind of blessing. 
On an appeal for help from County Transit Co., 
the commission gave that firm some routes which 
had belonged to Public Service Co. The trou- 
ble was that the routes were not profitable and 
P.S.C. wanted to get rid of them. 

Though three commissioners questioned how 
that exchange could help a company already 
losing money, the decision stood. County Tran- 
sit has remained in a financial fix. 

The dual system is, of course, a major prob- 
lem for the Metropolitan Board of Freeholders 
considering our transit future. For the area 
cannot continue forever with two transit sys- 
tems, one making morey and the other strug- 
gling with the “leavings’” of bus traffic. An 
integrated transit system would make more 
sense. 
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One Dollar, Two Schools 


In asking the Mississippi Legislature to pro- 
vide equal schools for Negroes, Gov. Hugh 
White exemplifies a basic dilemma of segrega- 
tion. 

Mississippi cannot even afford equal schools 
for its white children—equal, that is, to the 
educational opportunities offered by other states. 

The reason is not that Mississippi lacks the 
generosity, but that it lacks the money. Missis- 
sippians spend a greater part of their aggregate 
income on their schools than do the people of 
Connecticut, but it comes out in dollars to less 
than a third as much. 

The sum is thus too small to begin with. It 
is shrunk still further by being spent uneco- 
nomically in a futile attempt to support two 
separate school systems. 

The system for Negroes frequently becomes 
pitifully inadequate, but the school system for 
white children suffers also. 

Mississippi can never have as good a school 
system as it should have for any of its children 
until it puts all the money at its disposal into 
one school system for all of its children. 

A truncated public school education is a ter- 
rible price to pay for segregation. 
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Sirens and Flashing Lights 

The St. Louis County Council has achieved 
what looks like the proper compromise in the 
argument set off by Attorney General John M. 
Dalton’s ruling that state law forbids the use of 
sirens and flashing lights on privately-owned 
automobiles of volunteer firemen and policemen. 

It has adopted an ordinance providing that 
private cars may be so equipped, if the equip- 
ment is authorized only at the request of the 
head of a fire or police department, and if it is 
used only while the cars are driven in line of 
duty. If this ordinance is not within the state 
law, then that law needs revision. 

There are, it is true, individuals who glory in 
the ostentatious display and use of deputy sher- 
iff’s emblems, sirens and the like. They are a 
nuisance and sometimes even a menace. Obvi- 
ously, the state law is directed against them. On 
the other hand, a volunteer fireman should be 
in as great a hurry to answer an alarm in his 
own car as he would be in a public vehicle; and 
he as well as other motorists should have as much 


protection as possible in case of an emergency. | 


Sirens and lights for showoffs, no; but sirens 
and lights for men answering an alarm, yes.

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The Mess in Trieste 


ee Seed British-American decision to let-Jtaly take part of city was

ROME. 

The Italians, the Yugoslavs and the 
Triestini are all agreed on one thing: 
They oppose the permanent partition of 
the 285-square-mile Free Territory of 
Trieste. Yet that’s what they've been 
told they're going to get. 

On Oct. 8 the United States and 
Britain, reversing the Allied pledge of 
1948 to return all of the Territory to 
Italy, announced that they would short- 
ly withdraw from Zone A and “relin- 
quish the administration of that zone 
to the Italian Government.” 

The intent, if not the letter, of the 
declaration was clear enough: to give 
Zone A to Italy, leave Yugoslavia in 
Zone B, and let the two nations settle 
remaining differences by themselves. 

It looks neat: In Zone A there are 
247,000 Italians and 63,000 Slavs, and in 
Zone B there are an estimated 45,000 
Slavs and 30,000 Italians. 

The results of the declaration so far, 
however, have been anything but neat: 
Relations between Italy and Yugoslavia 
have not been as strained since 1945. 

Tito is threatening to march on Tries- 
te and blow up the whole scheme of 
southern European defense. The only 
one who seems to have gained anything 
is the Italian Premier, Giuseppe Pella, 
who has been riding high on a wave of 
national solidarity. 


Surprise That Surprises 


Not all plans for partitien would in- 
cur such risks, but this one had enough 
technical faults in it—as well as po- 
litical cowardice—-to aggravate the situ- 
ation considerably. 

First of all, the two-power decision 
was. made without consulting ‘either 
the U.N. Security Council, which is le- 
gally responsible for the Territory; the 
ather Allied signatories of the Italian 
Peace Treaty in 1947; or France, the 
third signer of the Allied pledge of 
1948—to say nothing of Yugoslavia. 


Another fault of the declaration was 
that it imposed no conditions on Italy 
for running Zone A,,not even those 
under which the United States and 
Britain administered it for the Security 
Council. The Italians were not asked to 
guaratitee cultural, economic and politi- 
cal rights for the local minorities. 

The surprising thing about the re- 
sultant furor is the surprise it caused 
in Washington and London. 

How could anyone have expected Tito 
to react differently? While Tito’s eth- 
nical claims to the Territory are weak, 
his economic interest in Trieste has 


some validity. Moreover, it was from 
Trieste that Mussolini invaded Yugo- 
slavia in 1941. 


Americans who defend the Oct. 8 
declaration say that they could not give 
any guarantees or sops to Tito without 
having the whole thing turned down 
by Italy. They are probably right. The 
Italian passion for Trieste and hatred 
for Tito may seem inordinate to the 
outside world, but it has deep reasons. 


An Economic Liability 


Economically Trieste is of little inter- 
est to Italy, since it is a depressed port 
in direct competition with nearby Ven- 
ice. But Italians cannot forget that in 
the First World War six hundred thous- 
and of their countrymen died to win 
Trieste from Austria. And Tito’s rule 
over Trieste when he liberated it from 
the Germans was thoroughly vicious. 


The very idea of partition, no matter 
how temporary, is quite unpalatable to 
the Triestini. The first reason for the 
committee's insistence and for Pella’s 
switch is that the 20,000 Italian refugees 
from Zone B who are now in Zone A. 
as well as thousands of other Italians 
with relatives in Tito’s area, are all 
convinced that once Italy settles into 
Zone A few if any Italians will be left 
in Zone B. 


After the London agreement of 1952 
that gave Italy partial administrative 
control of Zone A, it was reported that 
in Zone B eight Italians were mur- 
dered, 300 arrested, and 150 tortured. 


The other reasons vary according to 


political inclinations. Christian Demo-. 


crats and centrists in general feel it in 
their bones that Tito will grab Zone A 
the minute Allied troops leave. Autono- 
mists, who do not want to go back to 
Italy at all, certainly do not want to go 
back with a fraction of the Territory, 
thus making economic problems even 
more difficult. 


What the West Can Do 


The same reason prompts business- 


. men to oppose partition. As has been 


pointed out by Professor Diego De 
Castro, the Italian adviser to the Allied 
Military Government, “Trieste, deprived 
of its immediate hinterland, would be- 
come a most serious economic burden 


_ for Italy.” 


This is why, for all the demonstra- 
tions and flag waving, feelings were 
mixed in Trieste on Oct. 8, as if the 
people did not know whether to cele- 
brate or look for shelter. 

Of course almost all Triestini, {nclud- 
ing autonomists, would infinitely pre- 
fer to have the whole Territory go to 
Italy than to Yugoslavia. This applies 
even to the Communists. 

What is to be done? Perhaps some 
form of partition is inevitable, but if it 
is to work the West must make it clear 
te both Italy and Yugoslavia that parti- 
tion, cruel as it may be, is final. The 
nations of the West must also make it 
clear that, far from letting the Italians 
and Yugoslavs fight it out, they will 
exert their influence and resources to 
re-establish peace.

OUT OF THESE ROOTS, by Agnes & Meyer. 
(Atiantic-Littie, Brown & be. 6 pd., ‘h) 
The publishers call this an autobiog- 
raphy; however it is considerably more 
—‘“‘a spiritual-sociological biography,” as 
the author names it. It is the fascinat- 
ing story of an unusual woman sudden- 
ly uprooted from a hap2>y rural commu- 
nity in childhood and thrust into a big 
city school where she is exposed to 
strange faces and “dull uniformity,” an 
experience culminating in articulate 
“spiritual chaos.” She became a “prig- 
gish, introverted, self-centered girl,” and 
in this quasi-sociological biography Mrs. 
Meyer has analyzed her gradual adjust- 
. ment to the reali- 
ties of life “through 
the irresistible in- 
fluence of the dem- 
ocratic process.” 
This is an incred- 
ibly frank, clear- 
sighted examination 
of a great woman's 
background — her 
activities, her re- 
bellions, her pas- 
sions, her loves, her 
hates, and her in- 
tellectual isolation 
which are the 
source of her ma- 
ture attitudes and 
beliefs, her esthetic tastes, her 
achievements as wife und mother, as 
political and social worker. “Out of 
These Roots” is one of the most honest, 
and most revealing self-analyses that 
this reviewer has ever read. There is 
no romanticizing, no withholding; the 
author’s heart is laid bare from the 
years of her “unconscious spontaneity” 
to the years of “conscious awareness 
of life” and to the now. Agnes Meyer is 
fiery and gentle; visionary and practi- 
cal; hating and loving, but always fair 
4 _ foes, whether personal or po- 
itical. 


The revealing insights of her book 
deal with a tranquil childhood, a dis- 
turbed adolescence, the social isolation 
and intellectual snobbism of her high 
school and college years at Barnard 
College, her encounters with European 
high culture and its representatives, her 
marriage to Eugene Meyer, her political 
and social work from 1923 to 1952. 


The final chapter written in the sum 
mer of 1953 brings to a tranquil close 
her “journey through chaos.” She has 
lost, she says all the passion that she 
used to feel when she was politically 
active in Westchester county and else- 
where. She no longer thinks of people 
as Democrats or Republicans; all she 
is interested in is what kind of human 
beings they are and their attitudes to- 
ward the great social problems of our 
day.

His reaction to the string 
of Republican reverses was that 
the party must put through Con- 
gress a program that will appeal 
to our people, and that it must 
be solid, real and progressive. 

He recalled again at his news 
conference last week that the 
Republican party has been a mi- 
nority party and can only win 
elections with support of inde- 
pendents and Dembcrats.

OPENS AT CONCORDIA 


Work of 102 Exhibitors on 
Public Display Through 
Sunday,

| “Living Christian Art,” 4 com- 
prehensive inter-denominational 
exhibition by painters, sculp- 
tors, craftsmen and architects 
of the United States, Europe and 
Japan, was on view today: at 
Concordia Theological Seminary, 
801 DeMun avenue, Clayton. In- 
cluded are about 1000 pieces 
by 102 exhibitors, several St. 


_ A series of film showings, 
nel discussions and illustrated 
ectures by St. Louis and out-of- 
town speakers has been sched- 
uled to run throughout the ex- 
hibition, which will extend 
through Sunday. The show and 
17 afternoon and evening pro- 
grams related to it are free and 
open to the public. Hours are 
1 to 10 p.m. 

The display affords concrete 
evidence of the recent and con- 
tinuing effort to revitalize the 
liturgical arts of Christianity’s 
diverse branches throughout the 
world. In all of the chief as- 
pects of church art, there are 
examples of Lutheran, Roman 
Catholic and Episcopal projects 
proposed, commissioned and 
completed. 

The Church as Art Patron. 

‘Here is an excellent progress 
report on the widespread move- 
ment to restore the church to 
its historical role as a major 
patron of the living artist. With 
the Rev. Dr. Arthur Carl Piep- 
korn as faculty adviser, the 
lyceum committee of the semi- 
nary’s Student Association has 
brought St. Louisans an assem- 
blage that is probably of greater 
richness and diversity than any 
previous showing of its kind 
here. 

A papal encyclical has urged 
that the contemporary arist be 
encouraged to add Ris voice to 
the choir of praise of the Lord. 
It is clear from the show that 
today’s artists are being heard 
in a confusing complexity of ac- 
cents ranging from the medieval 
Gothic and Romanesque to mod- 
ern cubism, expressionism and 
abstraction. 

The collection {s displayed 
mostly in Graduate Hall, with 
additional exhibits arranged in 
Concordia Historical Institute, 
also on the campus. Work of 
organizing the mammoth show 
began last July under the direc- 
tion of Paul John Thielo and 
Walter R. Bauman, ¢c-chairmen 
of the lyceum committee. 

St. Louisans Represented. 

And the. work still goes on— 
three large altar paintings by 
Siegfried Reinhardt of St. Louis, 
which are among eight excellent 
Reinhardts on view, are in un- 
interrupted use each Sunday 
morning at the Army Finance 
Center Chapel at 4300 Goodfel- 
low avenue. The Concordia show 
opened Saturday with the Rein- 
hardts in place, but lyceum com- 
mittee members had the pictures 
back at the chapel for services 
and will do so again next Sun- 


ay.

Reaction and Revolt. 

Some of the most conserva- 
tive and illustrative work comes 
from California, with more ex- 
perimental trends in evidence 
from midwestéerners and east- 
erners. In “Joseph's Coat of 
Many Colors,” Richard Caem- 
merer Jr., a seminary profes- 
sor’s son who attends Washing- 
ton University School of Fine 
Arts, makes brilliant use of the 
technique of painting on glass. 

Joseph’s dream of his broth- 
ers’ future obeisance to himself 
is ingeniously suggested in a 
construction in string, with gold- 
en strands to represent the bow- 
ing sheaves of yellowing wheat. 
The artist is Charlotte Graebner, 
graduate of the Institute of De- 
sign, Chicago. 

Among the most unusual pieces 
are mobile “sculptures” by Lu- 
theran grade school students of 
Chicago and by a professor of 
art, who appends an elaborate 
explanation of his symbolism. 

Also on view are such vest- 
ments as cinctures, copes, 
miters, stoles, maniples and 
chasubles, some displayed on 
manikins; Christmas cards in 
geometrical and clean-lined de- 
signs, not from commercial 
houses; religious books, maga- 
zines and posters used for re- 
ligious instruction.

It was the Bears’ fifth victory 
in seven games and now facing 
Southern Illinois here this Sat- 
urday and Evansville College at 
the Indiana school the following 
week, the Bears had high hopes 
of closing the season with suc- 
cessive victories. 


Southern Illinois suffered its 
fifth defeat in seven games Fri- 
day when it lost by 28-7 to Mis- 
souri Mines, which earlier this 
season was defeated by Wash- 
ington, 26-7. 

Evansville, now owning a 3-5 
mark, was set back Saturday, 
42-28, by Ball State and earlier 
in the year had dropped a 27-0 
decision to Butler. 

The Washington triumph over 
Butler sent Snaveley’s thoughts 
back down the years to some 
other highlight upsets gained by 
his teams, and he recalled par- 
ticularly a 1927 Bucknell victory 
over Penn State, a 1934 North 
Carolina victory over Duke, and 
a 1939 Cornell triumph over 
Ohio State. 

Some of those years were in 
the big-time but the level of 
competition doesn't make any 
difference when a coach sees 
his boys make a great winning 
effort. That’s what Washing- 
ton U. did against Butler, the 
Bears outscoring the Bulldogs 
in a 20-14 second quarter battle 
that was the decisive phase of 
the struggle. 

The Bears came from behind 
to win, just as they had done in 
every other victory except an 
easy one over Illinois Wesleyan. 
They were beaten in a tough 
game here early this season by 
Wayne U. and then went “flat” 
in a game at Western Reserve. 
a contest they might have won. 

But as it stands now, Wash- 
ington can establish a 7-2 final 
won and lost record that will 
match the second-best season 
(1949) in their postwar “‘strictly 
amateur” era. 

When the Bears play South- 
ern Illinois this week, Ted Dunn 
will be shooting for the modern 
school rushing record of 743 
yards, set by Bob Clodfelter in 
that 1949 season.

In the second in- 
stance the referee must have 
interpreted Rooney's upsetting 
of Carenza an accident, or he 
would have whistled. Delib- 
erately going under a man who 
is up off his feet to head a ball 
is one of the most dangerous 
plays in soccer.

WELL, WE HAVE JUST HAD a long talk 
with Clyde Nissen, the tall, pencil-slim executive 
vice president of the Lead Pencil Manufacturers 
Association, who assured us that the lead pencil 
was still in fine shape. 


“To begin with,” he said with pointed sharp- 
ness, “the wooden lead pencil was able to write 
under water years before the pen, and can still 
do it better. 

“There have been more changes and improve- 
ments in the lead pencil in the last 20 years 
than in the entire motor car industry. But it 
has been trained to do more kinds of real work 
—not just tricks.” 

The $26,000,000 industry turned out 1,247,- 
000,000 woden lead pencils last year—eight for 
every American—in some 350 types and styles. 

What can they do?

“WE HAVE PENCILS that will write on 
white hot steel,” said Nissen, “paint water color 
pictures, outline the operation area on the skin 
of a hospital patient, mark stockyard beef, erase 
rust and touch up the paint on your auto, cut 
into stone, play a phonograph record, write on 
glass, plastics, film and chinaware, retouch fur- 
niture scratches or stained wallpaper.” 


One pencil is so slender it is sold as a book- 
mark. There even is a “kosher pencil,” guaran- 
teed free of pork-derived products, developed 
for kosher butchers. Pencils, used to tighten 
tourniquets, have proved lifesavers to accident 
victims.

PENCILS NOW COME in 72 different colors. 
Artists and the heads of business firms employ 
colored pencils most often. Executives often like 
to use an- identifying color for their signatures, 
The pencil industry, with its 72 colors, can now 
satisfy in this respect a corporation with a board 
chairman, a vice president» and 70 other vice 
presidents. 

“Incidentally, the pencil is our first line of 
defense,” said Nissen. “Industry uses far more 
pencils than the schools do. 


“The average seven-inch pencil can be sharp- 
ened 17 times, write 45,000 words or draw a 
line 35 miles long. The annual output of pencils 
could pave a 20-foot highway from New York 
to Baltimore. Since the industry started about 
a century ago in America it has turned out 
enough pencils to pave a four-lane highway 
from New York to San Francisco, plus a 20- 
foot feeder road from Boston to New York.”

NISSEN SAID HE didn't think it necessary 
to teach the wooden lead pencil to skip rope to 
meet the competition of new types of pens. 

“They don’t have a rubber eraser on the tip,”

IN ONE SENSE, these brain 
cell connections with’each other 
are like a huge telephone sys- 
tem. 

How well it works depends 
upon the proportion of direct 
lines to party lines. This de- 
termines how many cells (or 
thoughts) can be put through 
in a given time. 

One measure of intelligence 
is how much thinking you can 
do in a short time. 

If you have to wait to use 
your phone because you're ona + 
party line, you can’t make as 
many calls as if you have a 
private line. If your long dis- 
tance call can go directly from 
one city to another instead of 
by way of several cities in be- 
tween, you don’t have to wait 
as long to get the connection. 

Intelligence depends also up- 
on whether the body is properly 
nourished. Starved people tem- 
porarily lose some intelligence. 
This corresponds to what hap- 
pens to the telephone system 
when the operators go on strike. 
The supervisors can’t handle all 
the calls as. quickly, and some 
not at all. 

Within limits, intelligence 
depends almost as much on how 
well your existing equipment 
works as upon how big and com- 
plicated it is.

Leaks in Pipes. 
OW and then, usually for a 
very sound reason, a water 
or heating pipe will begin 


‘ to leak. 


NowW according to Hoyle the 
only permanent cure for a leaky 
pipe is to replace the damaged 
section, but it's often possible 
to make a ‘temporary repair 
which will last as long as you 
do; which is usually permanent 
enough. 

A leak in a straight run of 
pipe can often be sealed with a 
metal plate and washer sold at 
hardware and plumbing stores. 
The washer or gasket is placed 
over the leaky section and then 
the two halves of the ‘metal 
plate are fitted around the pipe 
and tightened together with ma- 
chine screws. Be sure you know 
the diameter of the pipe before 
you order one of these devices. 

Leaks often occur at pipe 
joints and these can be treated 
in several ways. One pretty 
good cure is to disconnect the 
joint and apply pipe dope or 
wicking to the external threads. 


. When the pipes are joined to- 


gether the dope or wicking 
should do the trick. 

Another way, even easier, is 
to take a cold chisel and dent 
the exposed threads so they are 
forced against the shoulder of 
the union. Sometimes this works 
fine—sometimes it doesn’t work 
at all. 

You'll find lead pipe in some 
homes and when this springs a 
leak don’t try using a soldering 
jron. As lead is soft, the metal

Taking the Blame

OUR 6-year-old refuses to take the blame when he has 
Y done something wrong, you complain. You go on to tell 

us that when you question him point blank he lies and 
says no, he didn’t do it. 

Your 6-year-old! We're sorry, but we're not too sur- 
prised. Because most of you have a long way to go. 

We had once hoped to find that by 9 or 10 most chil- 
dren would be old enough to admit their own wrongdoing. 
But our recent studies have told us that we were over- 
optimistic. 

Of course, some children seem almost to be born with 
a high ethical sense, and others develop one very speedily. 
The majority, however attain the ethical standards we set 
for them all too slowly. Most children of any age are not 
as good as their parents think they ought to be. 

And so it is with taking the blame. 

oe ae 

LET’S LOOK at the 10-year-old to see if he may be 
expected to speak up and take the blame when he has done 
wrong. Or if, as do his younger brothers and sisters, he 
himself tries to push the blame off onto other people. 

We find that almost none of the 10-year-olds whom 
we have studied are consistently ready to take blame. And 
that nearly all, if they can, will put the blame on some- 
body else. Perfectly nice children (in many respects) ad- 
mit frankly: “I wouldn't bother taking the blame for some- 
thing I did. I would say I didn’t do it if they blamed my 
brother for something I did and he said I did it.” 

Or, “Whether I admit it or not depends on what I’ve 
done. I tell the truth if I've done something that I 
shouldn’t be ashamed of. But if I've done something real 
bad like hitting my brother or sister so hard that it knocks 
them off the steps, I usually say I didn’t do it. Like the 
other day my sister got pushed off the step; Dave and 
I wanted to play alone and we didn’t purposely push her 
off the step. But he closed the door hard and she went 
off balance and fell down the stairs.”

NOT ONLY is 10 strikingly unready to take the blame 
for his own wrongdoing but he is a champion alibier. Some- 
body else always “started it.” 

So don’t be too discouraged if your 6-year-old, or even 
10-year-old, doesn’t speak up directly and honestly admit 
his own misdeeds. Even when faced directly with these 
misdeeds. 

Gradually most children do improve. (And we hope 
that any 10-year-olds reading this will at least try to own 
up to wrongdoing as much as they can and not use this in- 
formation as an excuse for not doing better. Remember 
that some children at almost all ages are able to “own up.”)

Parents of Afflicted Children Band 
Together to Give Them a Second 
Chance; How Their Programs Provide 


Needed Help

ITH time, labor, morey—plus faith and love—a group of 
W St. Louis parents who refused to give up have bought a 
second chance for their children to grow into happy, self- 


reliant adults. 


The first chance, all most children need, faded away when it 
was found thése children were victims of cerebral palsy, a condi- 
tion of the human brain which has been likened to a telephone 
switchboard with its delicate wires crossed and tangled. Mental 
messages are garbled on their way from the brain to an arm or 
foot, the lips or the throat. In turn, the limbs and mouth are often 
unable to respond quickly and gracefully. 


That means that the patient 
may walk with a shuffling gait, 
or in awkward fashion. He may 
speak in a gutteral tone. -He 
may have poor sense of balance. 
But, in many cases, his intelli- 
gence is normal. 

It’s estimated that for every 
100,000 population, seven infants 
are born each year with this 
strange muscular weakness, Of 
these seven, statistics show that 
one dies shortly after birth, two 
may be intellectually deficient, 
while four can benefit from edu- 
cational opportunities, either in 
regular or special. schools or 
from home ‘teaching. 


And those four can grow into 
valuable, self-reliant citizens, 
given that second chance. 

To guarantee that opportunity, 
the parents of hundreds of af- 
flicted children in St. Louis have 
banded together to fight for 
whatever treatment or opportuni- 
ties their children need. Until 
recently, little could be offered 
because of lack of funds and 
facilities. The Missouri Society 
for Crippled Children and the 
St. Louis Society for Crippled 
Children have long included 
cerebral palsy children in their 
program, but much more help 
was needed. 

So the parents have organized, 
with an ultimate goal of insur- 
ing for every child the tailor- 
made program which will bene- 
fit him most. It may be educa- 
tion. It may be employment. It 
may be only the painful, day- 
by-day effort to help him learn, 
little by little, to become inde- 
pendent. It may be helping other 
parents accept the fact that their 
children cannot benefit by edu- 
cation or therapy, and outlining 
programs for home care when 
constant supervision is needed. 
Or, for those who cannot be 
cared for even in the home, it 
may be fighting for more insti- 
tutions. 

There are actually two groups 
of parents working in the field. 
The Cerebral Palsy Parents’ 
Counci} of Greater St. Louis, 
organized in 1949, serves as CcOo- 
sponsor with Firmin Desloge 
Hospital and the St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine of a 
training and therapy center on 
the hospital’s top floor. The 
Council also sponsors a youth 
and adult center in the Buder 
Building at Seventh and Market 
streets. 

The Cerebral Palsy Founda- 
tion, organized two years later, 
maintains a training and therapy 
center for children in the Al- 
hambra Grotto. 

The two groups have now be- 
come affiliated with the national 
United Cerebral Palsy Associa- 
tion, and although they will con- 
tinue their independent pro- 
grams, both will be represented, 
along with community leaders, 
on a joint board. A committee 
from the Social Planning Coun- 
cil has developed a plan of co- 
ordination, under direction of 
Miss FNeda Brackebusch, secre- 
tary of the Council’s Health and 
Hospital Division. 

The three centers, remodeled, 
painted, partially staffed by the 
parents, will be maintained. For 
their children’s sakes, men and 
women hammered nails, hauled 
heavy furniture, raised money 
for more equipment, and still 
are giving hours of their time 
to the training and therapy pro- 


ams. 

ot Firmin Desloge, more than 
100 children receive some kind 
of help at the treatment center 
each week, either in the daily 
nursery school or in visits with 
therapists. There, in bright and 
cheerful surroundings are found 
special py equipment, ex- 
amination and consultation 
rooms, toys that help the young- 
est learn names and sounds, 
parallel bars, ramps, straps, tri- 


» 
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cycles with braces to support 


weak backs or limbs. 

On the walls are mirrors so 
that the children can watch 
themselves as they actually learn 
to talk, forming words painfully 
and patiently. There is a tele- 
phone switchboard, built and in- 
stalled by volunteers from 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 


Co., to enable the children to 
strengthen their hands and their 
sense of co-ordination by manip- 
ulating cords and weights. Sta- 
tions with real dials are mounted 
on the walls and actual calls can 
be put through the switchboard 
to the telephone. 


All of these aids help a child 
become more independent and 
the therapy has paid off time 
after time. 

There was John, for instance, 
whose parents had almost given 
up hope when they brought him 
to the center in March, 1951. 
They had been told they couldn't 
expect him to benefit from any 
kind of schooling, but théy were 
willing to do anything to give 
him a break. At first he only sat 
and rocked, never speaking to 
anyone. But two years later he 
was ready to enter regular kin- 
dergarten and now has advanced 
to the first grade of a normal 
school. 


David was so dependent on 
his mother that the physical 
therapist could do little with 
him at first. But after a year 
of effort, she gained his confi- 
dence and he loosed his hold on 
his mother to become a fairly 
independent: child, 
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ITHIN the past two and a 
W ait years, 15 of the chil- 

dren were transferred from 
the center’s nursery school to 
public or parochial school or to 
special schools for the handi- 
capped, according to Miss Diane 
Foster, director. 


Not far from Firmin Desloge, 
in the Alhambra Grotto, 2626 
South Grand boulevard, is the 
training center set up by the 
Cerebral Palsy Foundation in 
quarters provided by members 
of the fraternal organization. 

“Our first program was a 
home program,” said Robert O. 
Snyder, representing the former 
foundation. “The mothers of 
cerebral palsy children would 
take turns each week in having 
the children in their homes, and 
the children would be taught to 
the limits of their ability to 
learn. They learn how to play 

, with other children, and in gen- 
eral the socialization that comes 
from group activities. 


“This was not the answer to 
the problem, however. In order 
to do a good job with cerebral 
palsy children, experienced ther- 
apists are needed, men and 
women who can teach the chil- 
dren speech, manual skills and 
just the normal everyday activi- 
ties that come natural to normal 
children, but which are often 
extremely difficult for the han- 
dicapped child. Things such as 
buttoning buttons and dressing 
or undressing often are a major 
‘accomplishment for those whose 
co-0 tion is poor.” 

Mrs. Ester Haravitch, mother 
of a cerebral palsy child, is the 
physical therapist, and Mrs. 
Marie Sherman, another mother, 
served as chairman of the 
school committee. 


Because she is also the moth- 
er of a cerebral palsy victim, 
Mrs. Roy Berres of East St. 
Louis is giving almost all her 
time to the youth and adult 
center set by the Cerebral 
Palsy Parents’ Council on the 
first floor of the Buder Build- 
ing. Her son, Jack, has over- 
come his handicap sufficiently

to gain his bachelor’s degree 
from the University of Illinois 
and now is working toward his 
master’s. It’s to help other 
young people that Mrs. Berres 
spends her days, and many of 
her evenings, at the brightly 
painted center. 
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ITH more emphasis placed 
W:- training programs for 
children, little has been 
done thus far for youngsters 
who have grown into adulthood, 
carrying the burden of their af- 
fliction with them. 
“This work has proved to me 
that the older boy and girl need 
our help because they can re- 


‘habilitate themselves with train- 


ing,” Mrs. Berres said,. “There 
is one young woman who gets 
around only with crutches. She 
is the wife of a polio victim who 
is confined to a wheelchair. This 
young woman has been a patient 
in our swimming activities for 
several months and despite her 
severe handicap, has learned to 
swim. 


“A young man of 25 who has 
no co-ordination and is confined 
to a wheelchair, has learned to 
type. A young girl who helps 
me in the office types with her 
one ‘good’ hand and does an 
efficient job in our greeting 
card shop which we maintain in 
connection with the center. 

“Several young men make 
jewelry at home, and also help 
sell greeting cards over the tele- 
phone. One has a _ complete 
dark room outfit for developing 
pictures, 


“Most of these handicapped 
people have had just eighth 
grade educations. But there is 
one who has his master’s degree 
in education and is now teach- 
ing in a_ special education 
school. Another is the manager 


of a large drug store and is to ! 


be married this winter to an- 
other member of our group.” 


Mrs. Berres directs a program 
of speech and music therapy, 
handcraft and other training and 
swimming classes, using the 
pool at the Missourl School for 
the Blind. Proceeds from the 
sale of Christmas and greeting 
cards at the center help finance 
the training and recreation pro- 
gram. 


But. even with the three cen- 
ters, the parents point up the 
need for a more thorough pro- 
gram of education and therapy. 
On the basis of national statis- 
tics, it has been estimated that 
at least 2000 St. Louisans of all 
ages—enough to make up the 
population of a small community 
—are victims of cerebral palsy, 
and the present program can 
touch only a few hundred at 
best.

SURVEY conducted by the 

Committee on Handicapped 

Children of the Social Plan- 
ming Council’s Health and Hos- 
pital Division, has revealed that 
many of the children are so han- 
dicapped physically and mentally 
that they cannot attend school 
or a training center. Many re- 
quire constant attention from 
their families and some could be 
cared for more adequately in an 
institution—and such facilities 
are not available in the St. Louis 
area. A handful are in the St. 


Louis Training School and in the 


State School for the Feeble- 
minded in Marshall, but both 
agencies are crowded and have 
long waiting lists. 


Some of the children, confined 
to their homes, could benefit 
from. day recreation programs. 
In some neighborhoods parents 
have organized to bring all the 
children one day to one home, 
thus relieving all but one or two 
mothers of the supervision for 
that day, and providing the chil- 
dren an opportunity for play 
with other children. 

A sampling of the answers giv- 
en by parents on the question- 
naires reveals the need for more 
facilities. 

One wrote: 

“My problem with David" is 
that to look at him he seems 
perfectly norn.al, but he can't 
play ball or do the things the

boys his age do, and they will 
not play with him. It seems to 
hurt him very much. He is kind 
and considerate to small chil- 
dren . .. but jealous of his 
brother. I don’t know where to 
turn for help.” 

Another: 

“Only the parent of a palsy 
child will know: the value of 
therapy in conjunction with the 
education program. I think, 
therefore, the greatest need is 
the providing of more complete 
therapy in conjunction with pub- 
lic education.” 

And another: 

“Since after this year my son 
will be too large for present 
play groups, some day camp ac- 
tivity in the future would be a
